Chairman Greeley opened the meeting thanking all veterans for their service to the country. He 
then invited all veterans and residents to attend the annual Veteran’s Day Parade (from 
Walgreen’s to Monument Park) and Ceremony to be held at Monument Park immediately 
following the parade. 

1. Request: Vote to Approve the Board Sale of $9,232,000 General Obligation Bond 

Anticipation Noted dated November 13, 2015; $4,362,000 General Obligation Municipal 
Purpose Loan of 2015 (Bonds) - Series-A; and $3,225,000 General Obligation Refunding 
Bonds - Series-B. 

Stephan J. Gilligan, Town Treasurer 

Mr. Dunn moved approval of the following vote: 

Voted : That in order to reduce interest costs, the Treasurer is authorized to issue 
refunding bonds, at one time or from time to time, pursuant to Chapter 44, Section 21A 
of the General Laws, or pursuant to any other enabling authority, to refund all of the 
Town’s (i) $5,171,000 General Obligation Municipal Purpose Loan of 2005 Bonds dated 
September 15, 2005 and maturing in the years 2016 through 2020, inclusive, in the 
aggregate principal amount of $1,000,000 (the “Refunded 2005 Bonds”), and (ii) 
$8,100,000 General Obligation Municipal Purpose Loan of 2006 Bonds dated July 15, 
2006 and maturing in the years 2017 through 2025, inclusive, in the aggregate principal 
amount of $2,350,000 (the “Refunded 2006 Bonds” and collectively with the Refunded 
2005 Bonds, the “Refunded Bonds”); and that the proceeds of any refunding bonds issued 
pursuant to this vote shall be used to pay the principal, redemption premium, if any, and 
interest on the Refunded Bonds, and costs of issuance of the refunding bonds. 

Eurther Voted : that the sale of the $4,362,000 General Obligation Municipal 
Purpose Loan of 2015 Bonds, Series A, of the Town dated November 13, 2015 (the 
“Series A Bonds”), to Eidelity Capital Markets, a division of National Financial Services 
LLC (“Fidelity”), at the price of $4,905,165.89 and accrued interest, if any, is hereby 
approved and confirmed. The Series A Bonds shall be payable on November 1 of the 
years and in the principal amounts and bear interest at the respective rates, as follows:

Association, as Escrow Agent and Paying Agent. 

Eurther Voted : that the Town Treasurer and the Board of Selectmen be, and 
hereby are, authorized to execute and deliver continuing and significant events disclosure 
undertakings in compliance with SEC Rule 15c2-12 in such forms as may be approved by 
bond counsel to the Town, which undertakings shall be incorporated by reference in the 
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Obligations, as applicable, for the benefit of the holders of the Obligations from time to 
time. 


Further Voted : that we authorize and direet the Treasurer to review and update 
the Town’s post-issuanee federal tax eomplianee proeedures with sueh ehanges, if any, as 
the Treasurer and bond eounsel to the Town deem suffieient in order to monitor and 
maintain the tax-exempt status of the Obligations. 

Further Voted : that eaeh member of the Board of Seleetmen, the Town Clerk and 
the Town Treasurer be and hereby are, authorized to take any and all sueh aetions, and 
exeeute and deliver sueh eertifieates, reeeipts or other doeuments as may be determined 
by them, or any of them, to be neeessary or eonvenient to earry into effeet the provisions 
of the foregoing votes.

Mr. Gordon Jamieson presented the reeyeling update announeing that this Saturday was the 
eommunity reeyele day at the Publie Works parking lot from 9-1. This is Arlington’s 10*'’ year 
holding this eommunity reeyele day—he eommended the residents for their great reeyele efforts.

12. For Approval: Letter to Governor - Green Line Extension 
Howard Muise, Chair, TAC 

Mr. Muise explained that the Green Line Extension Projeet is under extreme finaneial 
pressure and the original budget of $1.9 billion is now projeeted at $2.9 billion. TAC is 
monitoring the projeet status and does support the extension projeet of the Green Line. 
TAC is requesting the Board to send a letter of support for the projeet to Governor Baker. 
Mr. Curro moved approval to have the Chair sign the letter. SO VOTED (5-0) 

At 8:20 pm the meeting moved to the Lyons Hearing Room for the below agenda item. 

13. Diseussion: Traffie Signals at Interseetion of Mass Ave/Mill/Jason 
Transportation Advisory Committee 

Adam W. Chapdelaine, Town Manager 
Miehael Rademaeher, Director of Public Works 

Mr. Greeley introduced everyone and stated that TAC would speak first with the Director 
of Public Works next. The Seleetmen will have time for questions and answers and then 
the publie will have time to make eomments. 

Mr. Maxtuitis, TAC Co-Chair, explained the study and recommendations set forth to the 
Seleetmen in 2013 that were voted approved. 
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Mr. Rademacher explained the installation of the new traffie signals in Oetober of 2015. 
He went through the problems of the installation and the eurrent issues being dealt with 
on the signals. 

Ms. Maurer of 15 Jason Street, Ms. Carney of 98 RiohUeld Road, and Ms. Madden of 71 
Cutter Hill Road presented a petition of nearly 700 eitizens requesting to have the light 
signals restored to exelusive pedestrian erossing at Mass. Ave, Mill St., and Jason St. 
They eited the following reasons: 1) the ehanges approved by the Seleetmen on May 9, 
2013 do not mateh the aetual ehanges that have been implemented; 2) eoneurrent 
pedestrian erossing was implemented despite failing to meet the eriteria reeommended by 
the Boston Metropolitan Regional Planning Organization; and 3) pedestrians now fear for 
their lives at this interseetion -traffie has not improved, pedestrian-vehiele eonfliet has 
inereased, and loeal businesses are already worried about losing eustomers. 

Ms. MeCauley of 1184 Massaehusetts Avenue eommented she has a profoundly deaf 
family member and they do not feel safe erossing sinee the traffie signal ehanges. 

Ms. Wirkkala, owner of Laura’s Sewing Sehool at 785 Massaehusetts Avenue stated she 
hears honking and sees eonfliets during the day and that there was an aeeident 2 days ago 
beeause of the ehanges. 

Mr. Erlieh of 741A Massaehusetts Avenue eommented his family is in danger with the 
ehanges. Cars speed down Jason Street at night going 30 to 35 mph trying to get through 
the green light and eould easily hit a pedestrian erossing the street. He stressed the 
urgeney to make ehanges soon before there is a death. 

Mr. Radoehia of 45 Columbia Road stated that the signal eyele takes 3 minutes 15 
seeonds to loop. Currently the pedestrian lights go even though there is no one erossing. 
He also suggests more street lighting is needed for the safety of the pedestrians. 

Mr. Hossam All of 68 Baeon Street supports pedestrian safety and better street lighting. 

Ms. Hermann for Tom Brown of 30 Mill Street reported the audible sounds for the 
hearing impaired eannot be heard and add to the eonfusion sinee the ehanges. 

Mr. Fuller of 7 Kilsythe Road proposed that the traffie signals be ehanged back because 
with the Arlington Center improvements of installing parking meters more people may be 
walking Massachusetts Avenue from unmetered parking areas creating an increase in foot 
traffic. 

Ms. Worden of 27 Jason Street commented that the recent changes are a disaster and 
should have the prior traffic signals reinstated immediately. She pointed out that the 
Selectmen are the only ones who can change these traffic rules. 

Ms. Crohan of 170 Mystic Street explained the difficulty in crossing for sighted and 
visually impaired pedestrians. The audible sounds are out of sync with the light. The 
current change is a safety issue for all. 
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Mr. Cassidy of 15 Jason Street suggested that the Jason St. Island lines tighter in towards 
the island. 

Mr. Eberle of 37 Bartlett Avenue stated his support for pedestrian safety and quiek action 
on changing the traffic signals back to what they were. 

Mr. Klein of 54 Newport Street commented there was no notice of the change and it was 
very confusing for vehicles, cyclists, and pedestrians. 

Mr. Greeley thanked everyone for attending and the great citizen involvement. He 
thanked TAC for their excellent work in all of projects that they do for the Town. 

There was discussion by the Selectmen, TAC and Public Works Director, Michael 
Rademacher on why exclusive pedestrian signals and split signal phasing (Mill St. and 
Jason St.) cannot both occur together as an alternative 

Mrs. Mahon moved to restore the exclusive pedestrian crossing by adopting the Build 1 
alternative option recommended by TAC and maintain existing markings. 

SO VOTED (5-0) 

At 9:40 pm the meeting moved back to the Selectmen’s Chambers for the remainder of the 
meeting.

Jan Whitted, Owner, Artbeat for the Capitol Square Business Association 
Jan Whitted, owner of Artbeat, requested that the Capital Square businesses would like to install 
banners to their business district and give a sense of who they are. Their request is to use 14 of 
the 38 new lampposts for signage that specifically names Capitol Square as a place. 

Mr. Dunn moved approval for one year with some flexibility if the Town Manager or Board 
of Selectmen feel there are other Town functions and events such as "Eeast of The East" going 
on that needs publicity.

7. Eor Approval: Request Letter for Heavy Commercial Vehicle Exclusion on Jason Street 
Steven M. Byrne, Selectmen 

The Board voted to approve a letter to Mass DOT recommending a heavy vehicle restriction on 
Jason Street following complaints from concerned neighbors. Mr. Byrne stated he feels the 
issues need to be addressed after several meetings with neighbors and he worked with the Traffic 
Advisory Committee to draft the recommendation letter being sent to Mass DOT. Although data 
from TAC doesn't show a high frequency of heavy commercial vehicles, Mr. Byrne feels any 
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amount of trucks was too much. 

Mr. Dunn stated he was voting against the reeommendation beeause he is eoneemed about 
neighbors or other streets now making a similar request.

Town Manager Adam Chapdelaine requested that the Board vote to realloeate CDBG funding 
that had previously been alloeated to a zoning reeodifieation effort. The CDBG Budget alloeated 
$50,000 for "tools and serviees to prepare and reeommend a revised zoning bylaw to land use 
and redevelopment eonsistent with the Comprehensive Master Plan". Eight thousand ($8,000) 
will be used for a Right Side Parking Study. The data from this study will help determine if we 
ean reduee the parking requirement in the zoning bylaw for multi-family residential and mixed 
use development in eommereial eorridors and multi-family residential zones. Of the remaining 
funding, $25,000 will be put towards a design study for the Mass. Avenue Corridor Phase 2 
from Pond Lane to Mill Street. Additional funds from CDBG will be used to eonduet outreaeh 
and get publie input on priorities for the Center, partieularly foeused on Broadway Plaza design 
and sidewalk surfaees, as well as preliminary roadway design.

Re: Hearing to Examine Potential G.L. c. 138 § 69 Violations by “Common Ground” 


As noticed by the Office of the Board of Selectmen on November 16, 2015, and after an 
agreed upon postponement, the Board must examine whether or not Blog EEC ( d/b/a Common 
Ground), violated the terms of its alcohol license by serving alcoholic beverages to an 
intoxicated person in violation of G.E. c. 138, § 69 and 204 C.M.R. 2.05(2) on or about 
December 31, 2014. Specifically, the Arlington Police Department in conjunction with the 
Alcohol Beverage Control Commission (“ABCC”) conducted a joint investigation into the facts 
and circumstances surrounding the death of Mr. James McEaughlin who was driving under the 
influence of alcohol when he crashed his vehicle in the vicinity of 135 Pleasant Street at 
approximately 1:30 a.m. January 1, 2015, resulting in his death and injuries to two passengers. 





The investigation, which included review of Common Ground’s relevant security videos, 
interviews with Common Ground employees and other witnesses, examination of germane police 
incident reports, and forensic information, revealed the following facts pertinent to your 
examination: 

• At approximately 1:28 a.m. on January 1, 2015, Mr. McLaughlin crashed his 
vehicle into a tree in the vicinity of 135 Pleasant Street. 

• He was accompanied by two adult passengers - his daughter, and a person 
believed to be his daughter’s friend and co-worker, both of whom are employees 
of Common Ground. 

• Mr. McLaughlin, who was not wearing a seatbelt at the time of the accident, 
ultimately succumbed to injuries he sustained while the passengers suffered non¬ 
life threatening injuries. 

• Subsequent blood tests revealed that Mr. McLaughlin’s Blood Alcohol Content at 
the time of the accident was approximately 0.18%. 

• There were no remarkable conditions on Pleasant Street at the time of the accident 
noted by responding APD personnel. 

• One passenger provided false information asserting that Mr. McLaughlin came to 
pick the passengers up at Common Ground before the accident, while the other 
would not say where Mr. McLaughlin had been prior to the accident. 

• Mr. McLaughlin had in fact been at Common Ground with the passengers 
immediately prior to the accident, leaving at approximately 1:22 a.m., some 
twenty minutes after closing. 
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• Mr. McLaughlin had been served food and alcohol at Common Ground 
throughout the day beginning sometime between 2:00 and 3:00 p.m., leaving and 
returning several times for a total of at least four (4) visits to the restaurant. To 
various bartender and staff’s recollections, he ordered one to two drinks during 
each visit. Video evidence corroborates approximately 5 total drinks throughout 
the day and evening. During his final visit he returned sometime between 11:00 
and 11:30 p.m., and is believed to have been served a Guinness lager and a “small 
glass of champagne” between such time and last call. 

• During at least three (3) visits, Mr. McLaughlin was drinking and socializing with 
Common Ground employees who had completed their shifts, including one of the 
passengers in his car at the time of the accident. 

• None of the serving bartenders or other witnesses recall Mr. McLaughlin 
appearing intoxicated. Further, many staff reported engaging Mr. McLaughlin in 
conversation throughout the evening without perceiving any signs of intoxication. 

• In further inquiries, this Office expressed concern over Mr. McLaughlin’s 
apparent drinking with Common Ground staff coming off of their shifts. The 
license holder and his counsel responded that he was a regular patron at the 
restaurant who was friendly and familiar to many staff, but insist that alcohol can 
only be served from the bar, consistent with their internal alcohol policies and 
regulations. 

• Security video footage of each of Mr. McLaughlin’s patronage at Common 
Ground that New Year’s Eve does not show any evidence that Mr. McLaughlin 
received alcohol from any source other than appropriate, on-shift staff. It does 
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not depict exaggerated visual signs of intoxication, though it also does not provide 
audio of events or resolution sufficient to see details of Mr. McLaughlin’s face to 
corroborate or counter witness statements. 

The events set forth above demonstrate a potential violation of the state liquor licensing 
law and the regulations of the ABCC (“ABCC”). Specifically, Section 69 of Chapter 138 
prohibits the sale or delivery of alcoholic beverages an intoxicated person, while 204 C.M.R. 
2.05(2) prohibits any illegality (such as a violation of Section 69) on licensed premises. 

If, after a hearing, the Board concludes that violations of the law occurred, it may decide 
to “modify, suspend, revoke, or cancel” the liquor license of the establishment. See G.L. c. 138, 
§ 23. Upon information and belief. Common Ground has not previously been found to have 
violated any liquor licensing laws either in Arlington or in its Boston location. Nonetheless, the 
Board has significant discretion to mete out appropriate terms of license modification or 
suspension in addition to revocation. However, I note that § 69 determinations vary widely 
based on the specific facts and circumstances at issue in each case, with some violations resulting 
in warnings alone, and others resulting in significant suspensions or revocations. Factors of 
import include the amount of alcohol served, the level of obviousness of intoxication, previous 
violations by the establishment, and other conditions under which over-service occurred. 

I also note that there is precedence for resolution of allegations by mutual agreement of 
terms in cases of alleged § 69 violations given the prevalence of both competing evidence and 
mutual concerns of licensing authorities and license holders. 

I look forward to providing further details of this matter and answering your questions at 
the hearing.

The alleged violations oeeurred on or about Deeember 31, 2014 through January 
1, 2015, when Common Ground patron Mr. James MeLaughlin was allegedly served 
alcohol on the premises throughout the day and evening of the 31st and early morning of 
the C* respectively. Mr. McLaughlin also allegedly operated a vehicle upon leaving the 
premises after closing time (approximately 1:00 a.m.), whereupon he was immediately in 
a fatal car accident on nearby Pleasant Street. Subsequent investigation by the Arlington 
Police Department revealed that Mr. McLaughlin’s blood alcohol content was twice the 
legal limit in the Commonwealth, that he was accompanied in his vehicle at the time of 
the accident by friends and family who were Common Ground employees, and that he 
had been served alcohol at Common Ground at multiple, separate junctures throughout 
the day and evening, including alcohol served during his last visit prior to closing. 
Additionally, statements provided by the accompanying passengers at the scene of the 
accident as to Mr. McLaughlin’s alcohol consumption at Common Ground were later 
proven false by other Common Ground employee witnesses. 

The facts as alleged would establish a violation of G.L. c. 138, § 69, which 
prohibits sale or delivery of alcoholic beverages to intoxicated persons, as well as 204 
C.M.R. 2.05(2), which prohibits any illegality on licensed premises. 

If you so choose, you may be represented by legal counsel at the November 23, 
2015, hearing. You may also submit testimony and exhibits for the Board’s 
consideration.

Members of the Board of Selectmen: 

The Town of Arlington Bicycle Advisory Committee typically focuses on policies and 
projects related to the Town, yet we are always keenly aware of potential legislation 
at the state level that could benefit bicycling and road safety in Arlington. As such, 
we write you today to ask for your support of two important bills related to bicycling 
safety currently making their way through the Legislature. We encourage you to 
share this expression of support to Arlington’s state delegation and ask them to co¬ 
sponsor them both. The two bills we strongly support are the Act to Protect 
Vulnerable Road Users and the Act to Protect Bicyclists in Bicycle Lanes. 


Act to Protect Vulnerable Road Users (SD 273 in the Senate and HD2137 in the 
House): This bill would give legal status to “vulnerable road users" which includes 
pedestrians, bicyclists, wheelchair users, motorcyclists, equestrians, road workers 
and emergency responders. All are considered to be at the greatest risk on state 
and local roadways. The bill sets minimum “safe passing distance" when these users 
are present, starting at 3 feet and increasing with traffic speeds. The bill also 
emphasizes that motorists should use other travel lanes where available to overtake 
vulnerable road users safely. Many Arlington bicyclists, including many of our 
members, are passed too-closely by motorists - which can be extremely intimidating. 
This motorist behavior is not only unsafe for current bicyclists but discourages the 
"interested but concerned” demographic from trying bicycling for recreation or 
transportation. 


Act to Protect Bicyclists In the Bike Lane (SD 284 in Senate and HD2130 in the 
House): This bill makes it a ticketable violation for motor vehicles to park or stand in 
a designated bike lane. While some cities such as Boston have recognized this as a 
violation, this bill would improve safety and create a common set of rules, state-wide 
The bill recognizes and protects against hazardous situations created when motor 
vehicles park or stand in bicycle lanes; bicyclists often must merge into moving 
traffic to pass, creating a hazardous situation for both bicyclists and motorists (who 
may need to swerve into an adjacent lane to avoid the bicyclist). Blocked bike lanes 
also send bicyclists onto sidewalks, creating potentially dangerous conflicts with 
pedestrians. 




In aggregate, both of these bills have the potential to protect walkers, bicyclists, road 
workers and those with disabilities in Arlington. This is not only common sense but 
also protects the Town’s ongoing investments in roadways, sidewalks, paths and 
bike lanes. 


Thank you for considering this request. We look forward to hearing back from you 
on this important matter.

I am writing to request your review of the opportunity presented to Arlington by the Rails-to-Trails 
Conservancy. The Conservancy is proposing to supply and install a historic marker commemorating the 
railroad heritage of the Minuteman Commuter Bikeway; the marker will be a ground sign, about 36"wide x 
23" high. There would be no cost to the Town for design, production, or installation; furthermore, the Town 
would have a final say over the text included on the sign. Included below is the information we have 
received from the Conservancy, which provides details about the marker and its installation. Lexington 
and Bedford have also been approached and are proposing to install markers in their 
communities, respectively. 

The Arlington Bicycle Advisory Committee (ABAC) has reviewed the proposal and recommends that the 
Town accept this generous offer. The concept has received supportive comment from Town Manager 
Adam Chapdelaine, as well as former Planning Director Carol Kowalski. 

Members of the committee have scouted the Donald R. Marquis Minuteman Bike Trail for a good location 
for this marker. We recommend two locations that would allow the most impact while not interfering with 
existing infrastructure or use of the trail. The first recommended location is near the Alewife end of the 
trail across from the dog park, where there would be plenty of space around the marker for people to stop 
and read without impeding commuters or other users of the path. There is also clear association with the 
current T station at Alewife with the former railroad right-of-way stretching ahead of the viewer. 

The second recommended location is the site of the former Lake Street Station, which currently has a 
pocket park and another historic marker. The advantage of this site is that it has park benches and some 
historic railroad structure still visible. However, the location of the existing marker is not ideal for allowing 
visitors to read without impeding cyclists and walkers on the bike path. We would recommend siting the 
proposed sign in such a way as to not impede pathway traffic. The Town may also want to consider 
relocating the existing sign. 

If you view this request favorably, including either of the location recommendations, ABAC can 
communicate with the Rails-to-Trails Conservancy and share the text to be included on the marker with 
you before arranging for installation. See the following images of the proposed locations for the sign. E- 
correspondence with the Rails-to-Trails Conservancy containing details of the program also follow.

Correspondence with Ben Carter, of the Rails-to-Trails Conservancy: 


Hi Joey, 

Nice talking with you. As I mentioned on the phone, the Minuteman trail has been selected to 
receive an interpretive sign through the Doppelt Rail-Trail Sign Program to be placed along the 
trail at no cost. This trail amenity will feature historic information about the railroad that once 
utilized the corridor where the trail now sits. Attached is a sign template for your review. If you 
elect to receive the sign, detailed copy will be developed (with your approval) to highlight the 
railroad history and transformation into a trail. 

Here are a few highlights on how it will work: 

• The design and copy will be developed by RTC, but will get 
finalized with your approval 

We will utilize our RTC's photo archive to locate photos to 
use, but we may ask for you to include some as well 

All the sign materials will get sent to you at no cost 
(including support posts, hardware, and signs) 

You will need to find the location on your trail for the sign 
to be placed 

RTC will cover the cost of installation. You assign a 
contractor, and we will cover the cost. We can help you 
identify sign installers if necessary . 

The sign specs are as follows: 

Sign is 36 inches wide by 23 inches tall. 

Each sign will sit at a 45 degree angle with the bottom of the 
sign being 30 inches off the ground.

1. Introduction & Board History 


T his handbook is to serve as a resource for the Board of Selectmen, other 
officials and agencies of Town of Arlington government, and the public by 
setting forth the Board’s basic functions, policies, and procedures. Companion 
policies, including those pertaining to permits and licenses are codified elsewhere 
in the interests of allowing this handbook to be an efficient foundation for 
consistent, transparent, and effective Board administration. In short, this document 
provides: 

• Reference material for presently serving members of the Board on 
significant policies and procedures; 

• Guidance for citizens and Town employees on Board policies, and 
procedures; 

• Education for new Board members in the interests of continuity of effective 
Board governance; and 

• Serve as a model of policies and procedure for other boards and 
communities. 

The Handbook shall be periodically reviewed and updated as a^ropriate at the 

annual goal setting workshop of the Board of Selectmen and Town Manager. 

Overview 

In Arlington the number of Selectmen is determined by the Town Manager 
Act, Chapter 503 of the Acts of 1952 as amended. Hence, the Board of Selectmen 
is comprised of five elected residents who serve three-year terms. They are elected 
on the following cycle: 

Two are elected one year; 

Two are elected the following year; and 

One is elected in the third year of a given Board election cycle. 











Town Manager Act §3 


The primary duties and responsibilities of the Board are described in Part 2 herein. 


6. Town Meeting 

T own Meeting is the historic form of government for towns throughout the 
Commonwealth. Arlington has adopted a “representative” form of town 
meeting pursuant to G.L. c. 43A, in which 252 elected citizens of the Town from 
21 precincts serve as Arlington’s legislative body. The Board of Selectmen serve 
many important functions in the Town Meeting process - opening the warrant, 
holding substantive hearings on proposed warrant articles to be considered at Town 
Meeting, and ultimately participating in Town Meeting to present the Board’s 
recommendations. 

A. The Warrant 

For the annual Town Meeting, the meeting cycle begins in December with the 
opening of the “Town Warrant,” which is the instrument for calling a Town 
Meeting and must contain a list of all items to be acted upon at Town Meeting with 
reasonable specificity. Pursuant to Title I, Article 1 §2 of the Town Bylaws, the 
Town Warrant for annual meetings opens no later than the first week of December, 
and closes no earlier than the last Friday of the following January. The Board must 
post due notice of the opening and the closing of the Warrant consistent with the 
laws of the Commonwealth and the Town Bylaws. Further, all articles to be 
included are managed by the Selectmen. Hence each article, regardless of its 
proponent must be submitted in writing and electronically to the Office of the 
Board of Selectmen before the closing of the Warrant. There are three means by 
which articles may be submitted: 

1. The Board of Selectmen place an article on the Warrant by vote. 

2. The Town Manager, an official Town board, commission, committee, or 
department head requests placement of an article on the Warrant. These 




requests are honored as a courtesy and do not reflect the Board’s position 
on the article itself. 

3. Ten Registered Voters submit an article by petition. Registered voters 
are required to sign the petition by hand and each signature must be 
accompanied by an address. 

Citizen proponents of warrant articles should, as a precaution, obtain more 
than ten signatures of registered voters supporting their petition. Further, citizens 
are strongly encouraged to contact Town Counsel in a timely fashion in order to 
ensure their proposed articles seek action within Town Meeting’s authority, are 
provided to appropriate Town bodies for hearings, and are in best practicable form. 

Following the closing of the Warrant in January, the Selectmen arrange the 
format and order of the Warrant articles. The Board may receive input from other 
Town bodies and officials, but ultimate discretion remains vested with the 
Selectmen. 

As a final note, some articles placed on the Warrant under the Selectmen’s 
jurisdiction may require extra considerations, such as notice to owners of real 
property in instances of eminent domain takings. In such instances, the Office of 
the Board of Selectmen is charged with providing notice or taking other extra 
measures as may be required. 

B. Warrant Hearings & Report of the Board of Selectmen 

After the close of the Warrant, the Board of Selectmen conducts hearings on 
warrant articles within their jurisdiction. Matters within the Board’s jurisdiction 
are generally any article not subject to review by the Finance Committee (articles 
seeking appropriations of funds) or the Arlington Redevelopment Board (zoning 
articles). 

Board Warrant Article Hearings may be conducted as a part of regular meetings 
of the Selectmen, or as special meetings, but generally follow the same procedures 
and rules set forth in Chapter 5. 

The objective of Board Warrant Article Hearings is to develop 
recommendations of the Board on each article before it by majority vote, to be set 



forth with the co mm ents in the Report of the Board of Selectmen in advance of 
Town Meeting. Proponents of articles under the Board’s jurisdiction should attend 
and be prepared to present arguments in favor of their article at the appointed 
hearing. Failure to present at the Board Warrant Article Hearing deprives the 
Board and the Town the opportunity to fully examine and debate the issues to be 


advanced by the proposed article, such, absent good cause shown, the Boar^ 


will not recommend positive action on any article which fails to be presented at its 


appointed Board Warrant Article Hearing regardless of the substance of such 
Articles. 


Where the Board supports taking some action contemplated by an article, 
regardless of how it appears before the Board, the Selectmen, with assistance of 
Town Counsel, shall develop a motion for Town Meeting to take a specific action. 
Where the Board opposes an article, it will recommend a vote of “no action” to 


Town Meeting in its report, including those instances where “no action ” is urge 


because the Selectmen lacked a meaningfiil o^ortuni^ to vet an article because d 

proponent did not present it at hearing. 

While respecting Town Meeting’s 

prerogative, the Board especially urges 

the Moderator and Town Meeting 

Members to procedurally and substantively support “no action ” recommendations 

in such instances where article proponents fail to present at the appropriate Board, 

Warrant Article Hearing and thus leave 

the details of their proposal to be 


presented for the first time on Town Meeting floor. 

C. Town Elections 


Generally held on the first Saturday of April, the Town Election is called by the 
Selectmen, and serves to elect Town officers including Town Meeting Members, 
as well as place appropriate ballot questions to the voters. See Town Bylaws, Title 
I, Article 1, §1. Town Elections are technically part of the annual Town Meeting, 
but no other substantive business, such as actions on warrant articles are taken at 
such time as Town Meeting Members have yet to be determined until polls are 
closed and votes counted. 


Both polling hours and locations are designated by the Board of Selectmen. 
Polling has generally opened at 8:00 a.m. and closed at 8:00 p.m. 






























Election officers working the polls are appointed in accordance with G.L. c. 54 
§12 and include the following for each precinct: 

• Warden, 

• Clerk, 

• Inspectors, and 

• Tellers (known as “reliefs”). 

D. Town Meeting 

The legislative business of Town Meeting is convened at a time and place 
designated by the Selectmen, usually on the fourth Monday in April for 
consideration of all articles in the Warrant, except election. See Town Bylaws, 
Title I, Art. 1 §1. 

Town Meeting has been historically held at Town Hall, starting at 8:00 p.m. 
with adjourned meetings held on the following Wednesdays and Mondays, or as 
otherwise voted by Town Meeting, until the conclusion of all business. 

The Town Moderator calls Town Meeting to order, and generally presides over 
Town Meeting. The Chairman of the Board of Selectmen is the spokesman for the 
Board at Town Meeting and presents the Board’s positions as voted in the majority 
and codified in the Report of the Board of Selectmen. The Chairman may however 
designate any other member of the Board to speak on the Selectmen’s behalf, and 
it is the position of the Board that individual Selectmen should have the privilege 
to be recognized by the Moderator at Town Meeting regardless of their status as 
Town Meeting members. 

Further information on the conduct of Town Meeting may be found throughout 
Town Bylaws, Title I, Article 1. 

E. Special Town Meeting 

Special Town Meetings are those meetings of the Town’s legislative body 
outside of the schedule and cycle for the annual Town Meeting. A Special Town 
Meeting may be called at the discretion of the Selectmen and the call is also issued 
by a Special Town Meeting Warrant. 



A Special Town Meeting must be called by the Selectmen upon petition of 200 
registered voters within forty-five (45) days of receipt of said petition. 

The Warrant for a Special Town Meeting must be posted for notice in 
accordance with all legal requirements. The time and place of the meeting is 
determined by the Selectmen. The Warrant is also usually kept open for one 
business day. 

Finally, it should be noted that for any Special Town Meeting, articles by 
citizen petition must be submitted with the signatures and addresses of 100 
registered voters rather than the ten (10) required for the annual Town Meeting. 
However, in nearly all other respects. Special Town Meeting functions with the 
same procedures as the regular annual Town Meeting.

Pursuant to Section 1361 of the National Flood Insurance Act of 1968, as amended, 
communities participating in the NFIP are required to adopt and enforce floodplain management regulations that meet or exceed NFIP 
criteria. These criteria, including adoption of the FIS report and FIRM, and the modifications made by this LOMR, are the minimum 
requirements for continued NFIP participation and do not supersede more stringent State/Commonwealth or local requirements to which 
the regulations apply. 

COMMUNITY REMINDERS 

We based tliis determination on the 1-percent-annual-chance flood discharges computed in the FIS for your community without 
considering subsequent changes in watershed characteristics that could increase flood discharges. Future development of projects 
upstream could cause increased flood discharges, which could cause increased flood hazards. A comprehensive restudy of your 
community’s flood hazards would consider the cumulative effects of development on flood discharges subsequent to the publication of 
the FIS report for your community and could, therefore, establish greater flood hazards in this area. 

Your community must regulate all proposed floodplain development and ensure that permits required by Federal and/or 
State/Commonwealth law have been obtained. State/Commonwealth or community officials, based on knowledge of local conditions and 
in the interest of safety, may set higher standards for construction or may limit development in floodplain areas. If your 
State/Commonwealth or community has adopted more restrictive or comprehensive floodplain management criteria, those criteria take 
precedence over the minimum NFIP requirements. 

We will not print and distribute this LOMR to primary users, such as local insurance agents or mortgage lenders; instead, the community 
will serve as a repository for the new data. We encourage you to disseminate the information in this LOMR by preparing a news release 
for publication in your community's newspaper that describes the revision and explains how your community will provide the data and 
help interpret the NFIP maps. In that way, interested persons, such as property owners, insurance agents, and mortgage lenders, can 
benefit from the information.
